Cancer Crusade Opens 
in Antioch Township 
With $675 as Goal 



"Volunteers taking part in dhe 
American Cancer Society's 1055 edu- 
cational and fund-raising crusade 
during the month of April have two 
jobs to do," Mrs. Robert Berg, ACS 
chairman for Antioch said today. 

"One job is collecting money," she 
explained, "but these volunteers 
also are helping to carry out the 
Society's year-round campaign of 
education - about . cancer „ control. 
With*' .m form atiy^V literature .and 
with verbal artswers'"' to "questions 
that'keep coming up, they. are driv- 
ing home a message all-important to 
the future health of every person in 
Antioch, 

Through such volunteers, people 
all over the country are learning the 
facts about cancer control. They 
are learning that in countless cases, 
cancer Is curable; that it must be 
treated early; that it does not cure 
itself, but must be treated properly 
by X-ray, radium or surgery. 

"Cancer is not a disgrace, and no 
one should be ashamed to seek help 
for it, the volunteers in the cam- 
paign here emphasize in their talks 
with people all over Antioch. They 
point out, too, that cancer is neither 
contagious nor inherited; that pain 
Is seldom an early symptom, but 
that most cancers give an early 
warning in other ways, and notably 
by seven particular signals." 

Antioch's quota in the present 
drive for funds is $675.00, which 
was set as its share of the Lake 
County goal of $36,500. 

'All such money goes to support 
the ACS three-part program," Mrs. 
Berg said, "a program that em- 
braces research to discover new and 
more effective methods lor curing 
cancer, service to patients, and pro- 
fessional and public education. Six- 
ty per cent of what is collected in 
Illinois remains In the state to fin- 
ance the state and community pro- 
grams of cancer control.

Channel Lake School 
District Will Vote on 
$60,000 Bond Issue 

■*•;';.--;< '.•.' ,''■.■ ■ • 

Residents of the Channel-Lake 
Grade^School District No. 35; will 
vote' on a $60,000 bond issue Satur- 
day, April 9, to provide land for 
improved sanitation drainage and 
for expanded educational facilities. 
The Board of Directors, Vern E. 
Heath, Elmer E. Eberman, and Ed- 
win J. Hocker, stated that $15,000 
is necessary to purchase land lor 
sanitary drainage and $45,000 to con- 
struct an "all-purpose room." 

Since the Channel Lake area has 
no public sewer system, it is neces- 
sary for the sanitary waste of the 
school to be drained off through 
tiles in a field. At the pesenttime 
due to increased enrollment of the 
elementary school, the existing 
drainage area is being used to over 
capacity. .It. is,, therefore, necessary 
for health purposes to extend the 
sanitation drainage field; 

With the addition of an "all- 
purpose room," the educational pro- 
gram for the boys and girls can be 
expanded*. The larger room can 
serve as an auditorium where the 
pupils can adequately present edu- 
cational and dramatic programs to 
the public. The room can also be 
used for group instruction through 
such teaching methods as educa- 
tional, movies, audio-visual aids 
programs, health and physical .de- 
velopment, and indoor recreation 
for all pupils in bad weather. 

The "all-purpose Room" can be- 
come the social and civic center of 
the Channel Lake community and 
can be used by adult and youth 
organizations. 

The -Board of Directors is asking 
the voters to approve the bond issue 
of $60,000. Based on -the 1953 as- 
sessed valuation, the yearly in- 
crease In taxes on a home with 
$4,000 valuation would be about 
$4.80. Board President Vern Heath 
says, "Good' schools cost money, but 
education 4s an Investment in the 
future of qur children, not an as- 
sessment." 

In more specific terms, the suc- 
cessful passage of the $60,000 bond 
issue would cost each tax payer one 
and one-half" cents per day to pro- 
vide an improved and better school 
system.

One hundred and sixty merchants 
in the Antioch area collected a total 
of $194,860.89 in sales tax in 1954, 
records show. 

The total for Lake county was 4% 
million. 

Fox Lake, a larger village, but 
with fewer- merchants, collected 
$130,368.54 among its 111 business 
places, while Zion witlv 135 mer- 
chants outdid Antioch, with a total 
of $212,926.10, exceeding, 165 mer- 
chants in North Chicago who turned 
in but $208,440.71. 

Liberty ville's 145 dealers collect- 
ed $279,253.05. 



Personal Property Tax 
Schedules Placed in 
Mail By Twp. Assessor 



The personal property tax sched- 
ules for ihe year 1955 will be re- 
ceived through the mail this week. 

The schedule requires .the listing 
of all personal property as owned 
as of April 1, and return to the as- 
sessor on or before May 1, 1955. 

Cooperation in this regard will * 
save the time and expense of the 
assessor's office by making it un- . . 
necessary for the assessor or his 
deputies to coll -on the delinquents 
to comply.witn the law. 

Failure to file and make oath to 
the personal property schedule re-< 
quires the assessor by law to make 
an estimate of -the value of your 
property from the best Information 
available, and add a penalty of 50 ■ 
per cent to such an estimate. 

All moneys, received from per- 
sonal property 'taxv'is used to sup- 
port the village, -township, and about 
8 per cent of jt,"to rthe county. . 

Approximately 75, cents out of 
each, tax. dollar goes to the support' 
of the. public schools, \ The assessor 
will gladly assist in completing the 
form; if necessary. 
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News Gets Around 

Everybody eats food — everybody is interested in 
it. Any substantial change in the price and supply 
situation of a major food comes under the heading of 
news. 

A good example of that occurred a short time 
ago. The American Meat Institute reported that 
pork prices had. reached the lowest level in two 
years. The most -popular retail pork cuts have been 
selling between 10 and 25 cents a pound cheaper than 
a' year ago. Pork has been in plentiful supply since 
last fall and it' is- expected that for the next several 
months marketings will be well above the compara- 
ble 1054 levels. 

In letters sent to retail food distributors operat- 
ing more than 28,000 stores throughout the country, 
the Institute said: "Consumers, many of whom lost the 
pork-buying habit during a period of reduced sup- 
plies and relatively high prices, probably need some 
urgent reminders of the values existing today." It 
added that the meat packing industry, the National 
l.ive Stock and Meat Board, and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are working to help improve 
pork sales. 

As said before, this is news. And newspapers in 
all parts of the nation, in small towns and in the 
biggest cities alike, have been printing articles fea- 
turing the availability of pork at highly attractive 
prices.

Repeated Challenges 

In the midst of the first world war the Federal 
Fuel Director told the coal industry that it should 
"produce all the coal that we have a right to expect 
— and more." 

In every war or national emergency that has 
since occurred coal has faced that identical challenge. 
Demand for the fuel has soared. And cool has met 
it without fail. 

There can be no doubt that i£ an emergency ar- 
rives again the pattern will be repeated. And if 
the world is fortunate enough to escape another 
war, consumption of coal for peacetime uses is ex- 
pected to double within the next quarter-century. 

The importance of coal to us all can be shown 
by a simple illustration. It accounts for one-half of 
our present output of electricity. If water power 
(whose share of electric production is steadily de- 
clining) is excluded the proportion is two-thirds. 
Coal is both an , efficient fuel and a cheap fuel. In 
1920, three pounds. of coal were burned to obtain 
one kilowatt-hour of electricity. Now on average 
^ - 
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of only one pound of coal per kilowatt-hour Is burned. 
Marked ' further gains arc In sight. That kind ol 
progress was brought about by constant research 
and development both within the cool Industry and 
the industries which use the fuel. 

That helps to explain why there is national con- 
cern over coal's present depressed state. If it is to 
be ready for the challenge of tomorrow, it must 
healthy today.

German Seeks 
British Citizenship 

LONDON— The high court is pon- 
dering a decision on the appeal of 
Prlnve Ernest of Hanover for Brit- 
ish citizenship. ' 

The prince, who lives In Marien- 
burg Castle In Nordstemmcn, Ger- 
many, based his appeal on a 1705 
law. 

If he Is upheld members of reign- 
ing families and dethroned ■ royalty 
throughout Europe could become 
British subjects, including the kings 
of Sweden, Denmark, and Belgium 
and the Queen of The Netherlands. 

Even Kaiser Wllhelm, ruler of 
Germany and archfoe of Britain in 
World War I, would have qualified 
as a British citizen under the 
Prince's interpretation of the old 
law. The Prince's Attorney, Ken- 
neth Diplock, said Queen Anne's 
act of naturalization of 1705 pro- 
vided that all descendants of Elec- 
tress Sophia, then ruler of Hanover, 
would have British nationality. 

The law was part of the complex 
legislation that brought the Han- 
overian line — and thus Queen Eliza- 
beth II— to the British throne after 
King William of Orange and later 
Queen Anne died without heirs. 

It was not repealed until 1848, 
after Prince Ernest was born. He 
is 40. 

Diplock said the Prince Is a great- 
great-great-grandson of one of the 
first Hanoverian rulers, King 
George III. 

Justice Sir Horry Bevir Vaiscy of 
the high court* heard the case. and 
took it under advisement. 

The government opposed the 



prince's Interpretation of the law. 
British Attorney General Sjr Regi- 
nald Manningham-Buller said the 
1705 law should apply only to des- 
cendants born In the lifetime or 
Sophia. Otherwise, he said 491 of 
descendants could now claim Brit- 
ish passports, 

He said they included members of 
the royal families of Spain, Yugo- 
slavia, Sweden, Holland, Romania, 
Russia and the many states that now 
form Germany.

Top Population 
Gain During 1954 

NEW YORK— The population of 
the United States, .including tha 
members of tho armed forces over- 
seas, rose to 103,030,000 at the end 
of 1054. 

This represents a gain of 2,830,- 
000 during the year,' and exceeds 
by more than 100,000 the previous 
high gain registered in 1051. It 
was the eighth year In succession 
in which 'the population gain has 
been more than '2.5 million. Con- 
tributing to the 1054 gain were the 
new high number of births, an all- 
time low death rate, and a moder- 
ate addition through Immigration. 

Every state except West Virginia 
shared In the 1054 population in- 
crease. The rate of population 
growth was highest along the Pa- 
cific Coast, 3.7 per cent, or ap- 
proximately double tho national 
gain of 1.8 per cent. Since April 
of 1850, California alone has added 
more than 2.3 million Inhabitants. 
Its population now numbers about 
12.0 million, and is exceed cl only 
by that of New York State. 

The Rocky Mountain States also 
experienced a vigorous population 
growth during the year, Arizona' 
and Nevada have been the fastest 
growing states in the country, 
each having doubled Its population 
since 1040. 

Florida's population increased by 
about S.7 per cent In 1054, and by 
more than 6 per cent annually In 
the years' Immediately preceding. 

Increases well above the national 
average also occurred In the, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, New Mexico, 
Delaware; Maryland, Utah, Con- 
necticut, Michigan, Louisiana and 
Texas,

Cost Rica's short-lived military 
flnrc-up left ample time for sol- 
diers to take their afternoon snooze 
along front lines, according, to 
news pictures. In Madrid last year, 
proposals to . abolish the siesta 
erupted into heated controversy. 

It was the Spanish who named 
the siesta, taking the word from 
the Latin sexta bora, sixth hour 
after dawn, noon. But the cus- 
tomary habit of sleeping through 
tho head of midday was not a 
Spanish Invention. 

Pharoohs napped In palaces by 
tho Nile. Centurions of Rome 
snored during -the blazing hours 
In North African and Near East 
Lands, Moors brought the custom 
to the Alhambra and Granada and 
found the Spaniards already doz- 
ing, Spanish conquistadors In turn 
took siestas In the Aztec halls of 
Montezuma and the fortresses of 
the Inca. 

Today whole cities and countries 
shut up shop while the sun is high 
and hottest. From noon until four 
o'clock in some lands, all business 
stops and men sleep. 

From 12:15 until 1:45 in Ciudad 
Trujillo, capital of the Dominican 
Republic, a caballero could shoot 
a rifle up or down most of the 
main streets with little danger of 
hitting anybody. Then an electric 
fire siren shatters the silence to 
warn siesta-takers that it's almost 
time to go to work again. 

Mexico's capital, bursting at the 
seams, has largely done away with 
Its noon-time nap, partly because 
public transportation was not up 
to taking the breadwlnning popula- 
tion back and forth between home 
and working place four times a 
day.

Day after 
day men would go out and most 
every man would come home- 
empty. Walrus is an enemy to 
seals, that's why the seals don't 
hang around, no matter how good 
the Ice could be,

to this village one time In 1S39. 
People ' would be short of seals 
then, too."

"Strike Back at Cancer— Man's 
crudest enemy — Glvel" 

This militant slogan will keynote 
the American Cancer Society's 1055 
educational and fund-raising cru- 
sade, Mrs. John Perry, chairman of 
the ACS drive here, announced to- 
day. 

"This watchword," she said, "em- 
phasizes the spirit which we hope 
will Inspire the whole community 
throughout April when the Society's 
annual drive for funds will be in 
progress. Colorful posters driving 
home the campaign message will be 
on display then, and the slogan 
will be widely used in newspapers, 
and on radio and TV programs." 

Mrs Perry pointed out that the 
slogan has -a personal application 
for everyone in Lake Villa.

Warns That Application 
For Driver's License 
Must Be Made by Oath 

Springfield, 111., — Secretary of 
State Charles F. Carpentier today 
again stressed to his drivers license 
department the fact that applica- 
tions for driving permits at the driv- 
ers' license stations must be made 
under oath, particularly when an 



applicant is applying for a duplicate 
license and when young people ore 
declaring their age. 

Secretary Carpentier took the 
step to prevent those persons who 
have had their driving permits re- 
voked or suspended from obtaining 
a new permit and to prevent minors 
from obtaining alcoholic beverages 
by lying about their ages. 

The Illinois Drivers License Law 
provides that anyone who know- 
ingly swears or affirms falsely to 
any matter in applying for a permit 
it guilty of perjury. The law also 
provides that Secretary Carpentier 
Is authorized to suspend or revoke 
the permit of anyone who makes 
a false statement or knowingly con- 
ceals a material fact in making an 
application for a permit. 

All applicants processed through 
the Secretary of State's drivers li- 
cense stations are under oath or 
affirmation — with no except! orig- 
in applying for driving permits, in- 
cluding duplicates and renewals. 

In the case of those persons apply- 
ing for duplicates, In the past some 
have had their driving permits post- 
ed as bail and attempted to obtain 
duplicates to avoid court appear- 
ances Carpentier said.
